The resolution was in line with 
suggestions mad», by H am m arsk­ 
jöld. It followed up the council’s 
July 14 and 22 decisions that Bel­ 
gium should pull her troops out 
of the Congo. It called upon her to 
withdraw them im m ediately from 
K atanga—the only one of the six 
Congo provinces where they re­ 
m ain outside their bases—and to 
do so “ under speedy m odalities 
determ ined by the secretary-gen­ 
e ra l.” 
The Soviet Union, after support­ 
ing the resolution, did not press 
for a vote on a resolution of its 
own that implied the use of force 
if necessary to get U.N. troops 
into 
Katanga.

to use any m eans to that end, 
to remove the
